BLACKPOOL.  England,  May  ?2  (Tuesday)  (CP). — 
Britain  # first  general  election  in  ten  years  appeared  im- 
minent today  after  Labor  ministers  rejected  Prime  Mm 
ister  Churchiirs  proposal  for  'extension  of  the  Coalition 
Government  until  the  end  of  the  Japanese  war,  and  op- 
posed a proposed  referendum  on  continuing  the  present 
Parliament. 


Japanese — some  wearing  American  Marine  unilornis  anti 
using  captured  American  weapons  — strongly  nllackiHl 
Marines  in  the  Naha  sector  of  Okinawa.  Sunday  night, 
but  were  repulsed  with  heavy  losses 

Fierce  action,  some  of  the  hottest  of  llie  long  Souih- 
ern  Okinawa  campaign  on  the  island.  325  miics  southeast 
of  Japan,  raged  all  along  the  Nalia'Shun-Yonabaru  line, 
but  Fleet  Admiral  NlmiU  said  the  United  Slates  Tenlll 
Army  made  advances  on  both  flanks  and  in  the  centre. 

Attacking  before  dawn.  American  mfanliv  captured 
Taira  Machl.  north  of  Shun,  despite  intense  small  arms 
fire  Tliesc  troops  already  were  witliln  a iialf  imle  of 
citadel  Shuri’s  northeast  fringes  Kighlmg  doggedly  all 
day  and  throwing  back  enemy  allempls  to  retake  Taira, 
the  Amercians  moved  south  of  tlie  town  m the  evening.

SIR  HENRY  LUMLEY  DRAYTON.  Pro- 
gretsive  Coniervative  candidate  for  the  Federal 
constituency  of  Victoria  in  the  forthcoming 
general  election,  June  11,  has  resided  in  Vic- 
toria for  the  past  two  years.  Hit  home  is  at 
7629  Lantdowne  Road,  Uplands. 

At  chairman  of  the  Victoria  Red  Cross 
Society  he  made  an  outstanding  success  re- 
cently of  the  drive  to  raise  funds.  Fsced  with 
a quota  of*S70.000.  the  committee  under  hix 
capable  leadership,  realixed  a gtand  total  of 
$177,000 

Sir  Henry  was  born  in  Kingston.  Ontsrio. 
the  son  of  Philip  Henry  Drayton,  who  came  (o 
Canada  with  the  16th  Rifles  of  England,  and 
Margaret  S.  (Covernton)  Drayton. 

After  being  called  to  the  Ontario  bar  and 
crested  K.C..  he  was  appointed  Assistant  City 
Solicitor  for  Toronto,  and  later  formed  a part- 
nership with  Charles  J.  Holman,  K.C. 

He  was  appointed  counsel  to  the  Railway 
Committee  of  the  Ontario  Lei^slaturc  by  the 
chairman,  the  Hon.  John  Dryden,  after  which 
he  was  representative  of  the  Ontario  govern- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  adjudicating  upon  and 
paying  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  the  claims 
of  workmen  of  the  different  Clcrguc  Companies 
operating  at  Sault  Stc.  Marie. 

Appointment  of  Sir  Henry  Drayton  as 
County  Crown  Attorney  for  the  County  of 
York  on  the  recommendation  of  Hon.  J.  M. 
Gibson  was  followed  a year  later  by  an  appoint- 
ment as  Counsel  for  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Toronto. 

This  was  followed  by  a scries  of  high  posts 
among  which  he  represented  the  Ontario  gov- 
ernment at  a member  of  (he  Toronto  Power 
Commission,  and  was  Chief  Commissoncr  of

Smith,  president  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
W M,  Acwofth.  an  eminent  English  railway 
economist  (o  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the 
entire  transportation  question  in  Canada  with 
a view  to  putting  (he  industry  upon  a better 
basis  snd  providing  a permanent  policy. 

During  the  last  war  he  was  appointed  Power 
Controller  under  the  War  Measures  Act. 

Sir  Henry  was  in  Great  Britain  on  the  out- 
break of  the  last  World  War.  and  Sir  George 
Perley.  Acting  Canadian  High  Commissioner, 
appointed  him  to  take  charge  of^  getting  women 
and  children  and  men  not  of  military  age  out 
of  enemy  and  other  European  countrie.x. 

In  this  task  he  waa  highly  lucceaaful. 

He  was  engaged  in  district  war  activities 
such  as  movement  of  foodstuffs  and  production 
for  war  purposes,  both  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  A tribute  to  the  fine  work  done 
by  -Sir  Henry  Drayton  was  expressed  by  the 
Rght  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Crawford.  Director  of 
Wheat  and  Flour  Supplies,  in  a letter  to  Sir 
Robert  Borden,  thanking  the  Dominion  for  her 
co-op«ration. 

Ha  aaid.  "Mr.  James  Stewart  has  explained  lo 
ua  how  difficult  the  situation  would  have  been 
without  the  hearty  co-operation  of  Sir  Henry 
Drayton,  the  Chief  Railroad  Commissioner, 
whose  assistance  surmounted  difficulties  which 
threatened  to  become  insurmountable  " 

Following  his  appointment  at  Minister  of 
Finance  in  1919.  he  waa  elected  Member  for 
Kingston,  two  years  later  elected  Member  for 
Weet  York  and  re-elected  Member  for  West 
York  in  the  General  Election  of  1925  with  the 
big^eat  majority  ever  received  in  Canada,  and 
again  in  the  General  Election  of  1926.  Prior  to 
coming  to  British  Columbia.

1 here  have  been  for  years  people  who  | 
seem  le  think  that  hy  aholiihini  the  geld 
basis,  and  lubstituring  a regulated  paper 
currency,  we  can  attain  financial  Utepu- 
This  despite  the  fact  that  the  experience  of 
Germany  and  Russia  after  the  last  war 
would  seem  to  disprove  it  We  all  remem- 
ber cartoons  of  the  Russian  with  a sleigh 
load  of  rubles  going  to  buy  a pair  of  boots, 
or  the  German  with  a bulging  sack  of  marks 
on  hit  shoulders  out  to  buy  a loaf  of  bread. 

Fiperiments  in  fiat  money  are  not  new. 

1 hey  were  tried  in  the  Roman  Empire  at 
times  but  never  lasted.  Macaulav  tells  the 
.story  of  James  IT  who  after  his  deposition 
from  the  British  throne,  for  a time  set  up 
court  in  Dublin  among  his  Irish  followers. 
He  had  no  money,  so  decreed  that  all  brass 
door  knobs,  rails  etc  . should  be  melted 
down  and  minted  into  coins  '1  hese  were 
labeled  ’pennv.”  ■shilling”  sovereign.” 
according  to  sue  Shopkeepers  were  ordered 
at  peril  of  the  law  to  accept  them.  The 
money  was  spurned  by  w’holesalers  and  out-
